The cattle have been tested for Bangs within 30 days or are calfhood 
vaccinated. 

Bulls are guaranteed breeders if properly cared for, not allowed to run with 
the herd, and not used before 14 mos. of age. If a bull fails to breed, he may be 
returned to the seller and if after a test in the seller’s herd he still failsto breed 
he will be replaced or the purchase money will be refunded. All cows with 
calves at foot are considered breeders and no further guarantee is made with 
respect to them.
